provides that a man has the right to a fair and 
I impartial trial bv a jury of his peers. 
The jur< rs 
!of Travis county are not tin* peers of a citizen of 
the counties of El Paso, Cameron, Jefferson, Bowie, 
Dallam and Lipscomb. 
The right of a eitizen to 
be tried at th** court nearest his home was one of 
the principles written into tin* Great Charter of 
England when granted by King John, 
it was one 
of th»* principles for which our forefathers fought 
the War of the Revolution. 
It was one of th«* 
causes that “ impelle«l a separation“ as written in 
The Declaration of Independence of th»* United 
Colonies against England and of Texas against 
Mexico. 
So inherent has been the right considered 
that it is recognized by the nations of all th«* world 
as on«* of the safeguards of human liberty. 
But a 
Texas Legislature disregards all the sacred rights 
that have heen handed down from generations so 
far back that the memory of man runeth not to 
th»’ contrary and passes a law* providing that a 
man may be dragged away from his friends and 
tried before a court hundreds of miles from his 
home, when he might have heen tried before a 
judge elected by bis fellow eitixens and neigh­ 
bors. 
Of course tin* members of the Legislature 
meant well and in all probability, except for a limi- 
t**d few . tht ii never heard of England’s Great Char­ 
ter, never r«*a«i the American Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence and *lo not know that Texas was ever a 
province of'N'xico.
